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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's argument is not persuasive because 
no wherein the Yoshimura et al teach the accelerating voltage si kept constant and furthermore, the electron dose is directly propertional to 
the electron voltage as supported by Kaneko (US 2007/0079334). Kaneko illustrates that the amount of dose of an electron beam is 
controlled by appropriately changing the amperage (see paragraph 0022). 

Applicants also pointed out that it is known in the electron beam technology that the accelerating voltage of an electron beam is entirely 
separate from the electron dose delivered to substrate. 

In response , examiner also pointed out that it is known in the electron beam technology that penetration depth and electron dose are in 
direct relation and can be controlled by differing the acceleration voltage of the electron beam and tis is supported by Takayama et al 
(6,188,075 in col.6, lines 32-39). Additionally, Chau et al (4,775,474) teach dosages of electron can be controlled by varying the voltage of 

the electron beam (see col.4, lines 35-39). 

Therefore, the acclerated electrone doses are the effect of acceleration of voltage of the electron beam and reads on the claimed limitation 
as claimed. 
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
